Those  of  us  who  have  lived  in  Oakham  for  many  years  are 
aware  of  how  much  Roger  has  contributed  to  the  Town  of 
Oakham.  For  the  benefit  of  those  newer  inhabitants  and  for 
the  record,  we  list  some  of  the  "extras”  Roger  has 
provided. 

He  gave  of  his  engineering  talents  in  many  areas: 

--drainage  plans  for  Wright  Memorial  Park 
--the  site  work  at  the  Fire  station 

--surveyed  the  entire  Deacon  Allen  Pasture,  dividing  it 
into  three  separate  parcels  for  the  school,  fire  and 
highway  departments 

--provided  the  plans  for  our  landfill  as  required  by  the 
DEQE 

--drew  up  a  conplete  set  of  plans  for  the  proposed  highway 
garage 

--spent  many  hours  at  the  new  school  site  locating  base 
lines  for  roadways  as  well  as  grades  for  light  stands, 
sidewalks  and  all  other  landscaped  areas 
--served  as  the  engineer  to  perform  the  perculation  test¬ 
ing  for  the  school  sewage  disposal  system 
--established  wetland  elevations  along  the  Five  Mile  River 

Roger  not  only  made  time  for  these  major  projects,  he  also 
found  time  for  the  little  things  that  often  go  unnoticed 
but  provide  much  to  small  town  living: 

-  -  several  times  during  the  year  he  reset  the  Town  Clock 
located  in  the  steeple  of  the  church 
--for  many  years  he  personally  delivered  the  town  reports 
--each  year  he  made  sure  that  the  ropes  were  all  set  for 
raising  the  flag  on  Memorial  Day 

All  of  this  can  best  be  summed  by  quoting  another  town 
official  who  wrote  "Roger  never  received  any  conpensation 
for  all  this  extra  work  and  I  never  heard  him  coirplain 
that  the  job  required  too  much  of  his  time.  One  thing 
about  him  that  always  impressed  me  is  that  we  all  burden 
him  with  questions  and  he  always  has  the  answer.  The 
funny  part  is,  he  is  always  right.  No  matter  what  any¬ 
body  asks  him  to  look  into,  I  have  never  seen  him  write 
anything  down;  yet,  I  have  never  seen  him 'forget.  He 
certainly  has  been  a  very  dedicated  public  servant  as 
well  as  a  peacemaker  for  all."

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Selectmen's  Report 


This  report  covers  the  period  from  July  1,  1979,  the 
last  date  covered  in  the  1979  Tomi  Report  to  Dec.  31,  1980. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  involved 
approving  expenditures  by  officers  and  departments  of  the 
town  weekly,  appointment  of  employees,  filling  vacancies 
in  elected  offices  caused  by  resignations,  and  issuing 
licenses.  Arrangements  for  the  annual  and  special  town 
meetings  were  made. 

The  operation  of  the  sanitary  landfill  was  placed  in 
the  hands  of  private  industry  under  contract  to  the  town 
and  its  operation  has  been  very  satisfactory.  It  has  been 
recently  estimated  that  the  landfill  will  last  five  years 
in  its  present  location. 

The  Council  on  Aging  was  reorganized  late  in  1979. 

Maintenance  at  the  Town  Hall  included  installation  of 
a  new  roof  on  the  addition  and  new  gutters  on  the  build¬ 
ing.  Also  a  part-time  caretaker  has  been  hired  to  clean 
and  do  minor  repairs. 

A  new  By-Law  covering  requirements  for  connecting 
driveways  to  a  public  road  has  been  adopted. 

A  new  fire  truck  and  a  used  van- type  police  emergency 
vehicle  has  been  purchased. 

A  matter  of  much  pleasure  to  the  Board  is  the  iirproved 
financial  condition  of  the  town,  due  in  part  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  from  MDC  in  lieu  of  taxes  for  fiscal  '79,  '80,  and 
'81,  and  in  part  to  the  issuance  of  tax  bills  on  time. 
Thus  money  has  not  had  to  be  borrowed  with  its  subsequent 
interest  payments  during  the  last  half  of  1980.

Appreciation  and 
thanks  are  extended  to  Nancy  Howe,  A1  Parkman,  Molly  Aims, 
Ann  Buron  and  Dale  Hayden  -  the  staff  responsible  for  this 
welcome  publication.  We  also  thank  the  children  of  Oakham 
Center  School  for  their  door  to  door  delivery  of  the 
Herald.  Underlying  the  efforts  of  all  those  directly  in¬ 
volved  with  the  Herald,  there  occurred  an  outpouring  of 
unsolicited  community  support  for  which  we  are  all  grate¬ 
ful. 

In  closing,  in  the  months  ahead,  the  Council  on  Aging  will 
be  investigating  the  needs  of  our  senior  citizens  in  the 
areas  of  transportation,  recreation,  and  housing.  We  will 
do  so  with  the  confidence  of  continued  community  support 
for  which  we  are  most  grateful.

This  is  due  to  good  patrol  and  observation 
by  the  Police  Department  and  excellent  cooperation  by 
neighbors  and  home  owners  who  have  become  involved  in 
watching  others  property. 

We  have  continued  with  our  bad  traffic  record- two  more 
highway  fatalities  in  1980  and  a  high  rate  of  accidents.

Nineteen  eighty  has  brought  the  delivery  of  the  Town’s 
new  class  A  punper  tanker.  The  delivery  of  this  new  truck 
has  and  will  continue  to  enable  the  fire  department  to 
respond  swiftly  and  efficiently  to  extinguish  fires  under 
the  direction  of  trained  firefighters. 

The  installation  of  the  radio  alerting  system  has  en¬ 
abled  dispatchers,  within  seconds  after  receiving  an 
emergency  call,  to  contact  all  firefighters  and  rescue 
personnel .

This  year  we  have  responded  to  a  lot  of  calls  concern¬ 
ing  dogs  harrassing  livestock.  Because  of  the  economy 
the  way  it  is,  more  and  more  people  are  raising  their 
own  food.  Any  dog  found  to  be  harassing  livestock  can  be 
destroyed  if  caught  in  the  act.  So  please  keep  your  dog 
under  control.  If  your  dog  is  found  outside  it's  owners 
enclosure  and  not  under  restraint  or  supervision,  your 
dog  is  considered  not  to  be  under  control. 

The  state  requires  that  all  dogs  are  to  be  licensed  by 
April  1st,  and  if  they  are  not  the  owners  can  be  summoned 
to  court  and  made  to  pay  fines,  court  costs  as  well  as 
the  dog's  license.  The  dog  license  is  inportant  to  you 
the  owner,  because  if  your  dog  is  lost  and  it  does  not 
have  a  license  tag  on,  any  dog  officer  finding  the  dog 
will  hold  it  for  10  days  then  destroy  or  place  in  another 
home.  So,  in  other  words,  if  you  love  and  care  for  your 
dog,  license  him  or  face  the  consequences.

Only  a  dozen  permits  to  install  a  sanitary  sewage 
disposal  system  were  issued  in  1980.  Not  all  of  these 
were  for  new  housing. 

The  town  voted  to  withdraw  from  the  proposed  Southwest 
Worcester  County  Mosquito  Control  Project.  The  House  bill 
which  would  have  established  said  project  died  in  the 
state  legislature  due  to  lack  of  support  by  the  proposed 
member  cities  and  towns. 

An  epidemiological  survey  is  being  drawn  up  for  the 
town  which  will  study  the  incidence  of  chronic  diseases 
in  Oakham.  Residents  should  expect  a  questionnaire  in 
early  1981. 

Plans  for  a  voluntary,  town-wide  water  testing  program 
are  in  the  works.  Announcement  of  tests  available,  pro¬ 
cedures  and  fees  is  forthcoming  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year . 

The  Board  will  not  be  holding  its  regular  monthly  meet¬ 
ings  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month  but  shall  in¬ 
stead  hold  properly  advertised  meetings  as  the  need 
arises.  This  is  on  a  trial  basis.  The  Board  will,  of 
course,  continue  to  do  routine  business  on  a  daily  basis. 
Anyone  requiring  the  services  of  the  Board  is  invited  to 
call  any  of  the  Board  members  at  any  reasonable  hour  to 
discuss  their  problems.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 


Last  year  we  welcomed  twenty- two  new  library  members. 
Some  came  to  us  as  Story  Hour  members,  some  as  individuals 
and  others  as  family  groups.  This  was  most  gratifying  as 
it  enables  us  to  tell  you,  we  are  still  growing  and  that 
our  facilities  are  being  used  by  a  greater  number  of 
families  in  the  community.  That,  to  us,  is  good  news. 

The  bad  news  was  the  discontinuation  of  bookmobile 
service  during  much  of  last  year.  This  made  it  difficult 
for  us  to  supply  our  more  avid  readers  with  new  books, 
as  we  heavily  rely  on  this  source,  to  augment  our  book 
collection.  However,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  bookmobile 
service  has  been  restored  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  a 
better  year. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  our  circulation  in¬ 
creased,  despite  the  fact,  fewer  new  books  were  avail¬ 
able;  and  that  our  Story  Hours  continued  to  be  well 
attended.  Our  circulation  topped  13,000  and  approximately 
twenty- five  youngsters  joined  us  each  week  for  story 
hour  time. 

During  July  and  August  we  conducted  our  second.  Summer 
Reading  Club  for  Oakham’s  young  people.  This  too,  was 
well  attended  as  we  endeavored  to  incorporate  fun  and 
learning. 

For  the  success  of  this  program  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Central  Mass.  Regional  Library,  for  supplying  most  of  the 
materials  used,  and  to  Mr.  Albert  Cormier  for  securing  a 
summer  student -worker,  to  assist  with  running  the  program. 

Also  during  the  past  year,  the  acquisition  of  a  16  M. 
movie  projector,  allowed  us  to  offer  a  new  service  to  the 
community.  The  projector  received  from  the  Regional 
Library,  for  the  cost  of  cleaning  and  repairs,  is  now 
housed  and  used  at  the  library  and  is  available  to  any 
town  organization  who  wishes  to  borrow  it. 

Films  too,  may  be  booked  at  the  library  but  must  be 
asked  for  well  in  advance  of  tlie  date  they  are  to  be 
shown. 
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In  December  of  '79,  we  assumed  the  responsibility  for 
decorating  and  lighting  the  John  Robinson  Memorial  Tree, 
on  the  library's  East  lawn.  The  fulfillment  of  this  pro¬ 
ject  was  largely  due  to  the  donation  of  lights  by  Mrs. 
Robinson,  and  for  this  we  thank  her. 

We  continue  to  offer  the  library  reading  room  as  a 
meeting  place  for  any  local  groups  and  to  the  Historical 
Society  on  a  regular  basis,  as  another  of  our  public 
services . 

As  you  can  see,  libraries  aren't  just  for  books  anymore. 
Our  duties  have  become  many  and  varied.  These  expanded 
services  are  due  in  a  large  part  to  local,  state  and 
regional  assistance,  but  equally  important  was  the 
assistance  received  from  individuals. 

Last  year  your  donations  were  many  and  varied  and  our 
success  was  also  due  to  you,  our  many  friends,  who 
contributed  so  much. 

The  library  is  open  on  Tuesdays  from  11:00  a. m.  - 
4:30  p.m. ,  and  Thursdays  from  1:00-4:30  and  7:00-9:30  p.m.

SCHOOL  REPORT  1979  -  1980 


Contrary  to  the  majority  of  schools  in  Massachusetts, 
the  Oakham  Center  School  is  faced  with  the  problem  of 
an  increasing  enrollment.  As  other  schools  educate  fewer 
students  each  year,  the  Oakham  Center  School  finds  more 
new  students  entering  each  September.  It  was  to  deal  with 
this  problem  that  the  decision  was  made  to  hire  an 
additional  half-time  teacher  for  the  school  year  1980- 
1981.  The  new  teacher,  to  be  selected  during  the  summer 
of  1980  will  handle  a  class  of  third  and  fourth  graders 
studying  Science,  Nutrition,  Spelling,  Penmanship  and 
Social  Studies.  The  core  staff  of  the  school  will  remain 
essentially  the  same. 

For  the  school  year  of  1979  -  1980  our  staff  consisted  of: 

Ms.  Betty  Kolofsky,  Kindergarten  teacher  mornings  and 
Clinical  Nursery  Teacher  afternoons.  Betty  also  direc¬ 
ted  a  Creative  Dance  Group  of  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
graders  who  presented  a  spring  dance  recital 
’’Gotta  Dance.” 

Ms.  Cathy  Romeo,  Reading  teacher  for  grades  one,  two,  and 
three . 

Ms.  Robin  Dwelly,  Math  teacher  for  grades  one,  two  and 
three . 

Ms.  Kyle  James,  Reading  Specialist  for  grades  one  thru 
six,  and  fourth  grade  homeroom  teacher. 

Mr.  Mark  Steina,  Reading  teacher  for  grades  four,  five 
and  six. 

Mr.  Duncan  Stewart,  Math  teacher  for  grades  four,  five 
and  six. 

Assisting  the  teachers  were  two  educational  aides; 

Ms.  Shirley  Mascroft  and  Ms.  Ann  Dean. 

The  Special  Services  Department  handled  all  special 
education  referrals  and  consisted  of  Ms.  Helen  Bechan, 
Ms.  Margaret  Frost,  Mr.  Keith  Hallock,  Mr.  John 
•  Kozlowski,  Ms.  Jackie  Kaminski,  Ms.  Edith  Nforgan  and 
Mr.  Paul  Teto. 

The  special  subjects  staff  included:  Ms.  Dot  Qmilanowicz, 
Art  Teacher,  Ms.  Catherine  Goode,  Music  Teacher;  and 
Mr.  Roger  Boilard,  Instrumental  Music  Teacher. 
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Ms.  Jacqueline  Schmitz  again  served  as  our  school  nurse 
and  director  of  our  Project  SWISH,  a  fluoride  mouth 
rinse  program  for  the  students. 

The  cafeteria  was  managed  by  Ms.  Mabel  Casault  until 
May,  1980.  This  was  Mabel’s  fifteenth  year.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  Mabel  was  forced  to  retire  due  to  family  health 
reasons.  The  staff  and  students  shall  all  miss  Mabel 
and  her  lunchtime  ’’goodies"  that  had  become  such  an 
inportant  part  of  the  Oakham  Center  School. 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  school  continued  to  up¬ 
date  and  inprove  in  all  areas.  The  minimal  skills  tests 
continued  to  be  administered  to  all  students  in  grades 
three  and  six.  Power  testing  is  done  in  the  fifth  grade. 
All  students  of  grades  three,  four,  five  and  six  are  re¬ 
quired  to  take  the  IOWA  tests  each  fall  and  spring.  As  a 
means  of  utilizing  this  test  data  a  new  student  assess¬ 
ment  profile  was  developed  using  the  Union  #63  Computer. 
This  profile  will  become  a  part  of  the  permanent  record 
for  use  by  staff  and  specialists.  A  new  report  card  was 
designed  by  the  staff  and  will  be  in  use  in  the  fall  of 
1980.  The  new  system  changes  the  report  of  fifth  and 
sixth  graders  from  a  three  letter  system  to  the  more 
traditional  A,B,C,D,E  system.  The  new  cards  will  also  be 
sent  home  four  times  each  year  as  opposed  to  the  three 
per  year  system  now  in  effect. 

The  school  year  was  filled  with  many  extra-curricular 
activities  including  field  trips,  creative  movement 
classes,  after  school  sports  and  fund  raising  events. 

Of  special  note  were:  Project  Cape  Cod,  The  PTO  sponsored 
trip  to  Old  Sturbridge  Village,  The  Annual  Art  Show,  the 
Annual  Gym  Show  and  our  spring  concert  "ANNIE". 

The  staff  and  students  of  the  Oakham  Center  School  would 
like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Oakham  for  supporting  the 
school  and  its  programs.  We  all  look  forward  to  another 
year  of  cooperation  and  iirprovement .

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Overview  of  1979-80  School  Year 


This  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of  Union 
#63  and  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  will  continue 
past  practice  of  being  brief,  and  drawing  attention  to  the 
accoiipanying  reports  from  principals  that  cover  in  more 
detail  the  major  activities  of  each  school  system. 

The  1989-80  School  Year  found  all  of  our  schools 
continuing  efforts  to  deal  with  Energy  Conservation  under 
added  financial  limitations  of  our  second  year  of  state 
mandated  FOUR  PERCENT  CAP. 

The  tendency  of  staff  and  School  Committee  to  shift 
focus  and  thought  from  program  inprovement  to  basic 
program  survival  has  become  widespread  and  will  temper 
in  a  negative  way  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  for  gener¬ 
ating  program  improvements  directed  at  quality  for 
education.  Much  of  our  time  and  energy  must  now  go  toward 
convincing  our  taxpayers  that  existing  services  deserve 
the  support  of  local  tax  dollars. 

We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  develop  Achievement 
Assessment  programs  that  engage  both  Elementary  and 
Secondary  students  in  testing  in  the  BASIC  SKILLS  -  Our 
Title  IVC  (Federal)  Project  will  enter  its  second  year 
of  a  three  year  plan  to  have  all  four  towns  using  common 
sets  of  MASTERY  OBJECTIVES  in  the  instructional  areas  of 
READING,  WRITING,  ARITHMETIC,  SPEAKING,  LISTENING,  and 
CITIZENSHIP  SKILLS.  If  we  succeed,  we  will  have  mastery 
for  each  of  the  six  grades  well  defined  and  will  move 
beyond  sinple  ’’paper-pencil”  testing  to  evaluate  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  each  child. 

We  are  well  ahead  of  State  requirements  in  the  new 
regulated  BASIC  SKILLS  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM.  We  are 
continuing  our  work  with  assessment  of  every  third,  sixth, 
and  ninth  grader,  with  follow-through  program  for  the 
few  individuals  that  fail  to  show  minimum  conpetency 
standards.  The  results  of  our  GRADE  SIX  MINIMAL  SKILLS 
TESTS,  administered  in  May  1980  are  listed  and  compared 
with  previous  two  years.

Our  school  systems  are  now  well  geared 
to  helping  every  child  gain  minimum  standards  of  achieve¬ 
ment  in  the  basic  skills  cited.  We  no  longer  acknowledge 
any  "social  promotion"  practices  that  pass  students  along 
regardless  of  achievement. 


The  day- in  and  day-out  performances  of  our  classroom 
teachers  is  worthy  of  continued  recognition  and  praise. 
Our  youth  are  indeed  in  good  hands,  and  the  majority  of 
our  classroom  teachers  are  continuing  to  provide  our 
children  with  "caring"  guidance  and  counseling,  as  well 
as  sound  instruction.  It  continues  to  be  a  pleasure  for 
me  to  witness  so  much  effective  teaching  in  our  systems.

The  1979-80  school  year  proved  to  be  a  productive  and 
rewarding  one  during  which  most  of  the  major  goals  and 
objectives  established  by  the  staff  were  met. 

In  September  Quabbin  welcomed  over  30  New  Braintree 
students  to  its  student  body  as  a  consequence  of  a 
contract  entered  into  by  the  Town  of  New  Braintree  and 
the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  whereby  New  Braintree 
students  would  be  accepted  on  a  tuition  basis  for  a 
period  of  three  years  after  which  the  agreement  would  be 
re-evaluated  by  both  parties.  The  assimilation  of  New 
Braintree  students  into  Quabbin  proved  to  be  remarkably 
unnoteworthy  as  these  students  quickly  became  ’’Quabbin 
Kids”  and  their  academic  progress  over  the  year  was  a 
source  of  great  satisfaction. 

Quabbin' s  staff,  in  addition  to  its  daily  responsibil¬ 
ities,  worked  upon  several  projects  aimed  at  inproving 
the  overall  quality  of  the  school.  Included  amongst  these 
was  an  exercise  to  determine  the  current  needs  of  the 
various  programs  within  the  school,  the  development  of 
career  information  units  to  be  integrated  into  academic 
classes  throughout  the  school,  and  continued  development 
of  the  Quabbin  curriculum. 

During  the  ’79-80  school  year  initial  focus  was  also 
placed  upon  the  ipcoming  school  evaluation.  In  October  of 
1981  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
(NEASC) ,  an  accrediting  association,  will  send  a  visiting 
team  of  20-25  people  to  Quabbin  for  three  days  in  an 
effort  to  assess  the  major  strengths  and  weaknesses  of 
the  school.  Prior  to  this  visit  a  coirprehensive  self- 
evaluation  will  be  coiipleted  by  the  staff  during  the 
1980-81  school  year  and  a  tremendous  amount  of  time  and 
energy  will  be  expended  in  preparation  for  this  important 
event . 
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The  1979-80  school  year  marked  other  milestones  as  well 
with  the  drop-out  rate  falling  below  21  for  the  first 
time,  the  average  daily  attendance  remaining  above  941 
and  better  than  65%  of  the  Class  of  1980  going  on  to 
further  education. 

We  continue  to  feel  great  pride  in  what  we  are  accom¬ 
plishing  and  the  general  level  of  community  sipport  and 
confidence  remains  an  iirportant  element  of  our  success 
for  which  we  are  truly  grateful.
